Russia Has 
General,

Ottawa, Feb, 28. 

A Soviet general and 60 
other Russian military ex- 
perts are now working as 
instructora and advisers in 
the Syrian armed forces, 
the Canadian press news 
agency said today. 

The agency, quoting reliable 
diplomatic sources here, said 
200 more Soviet experts would 
be sent to Syria in the next 
few weeks and some ef these 
would actually assume com- 
mand of some units of the 
psyrlan Navy, Army and Ab 
Foree during thelr training 
periods, 

The sources sald these 
figures, gathered: by intelligence 
experts, revealed accurately 
for the first tlme the extent of 
Soviet penetration In the Mid~ 
dle East apart from Egypt. 


JORDAN TOO

the Soviet Union was sending 
technicians to Egypt as well aa 
arms, 

It was also sald! here 
Russia would supply arms 
directly to Jordan.
